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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Waiting Leads To Disaster 


In a letter to the editor this week, Henry Wolfson again 
j makes the point that only desirable industry — industry 

which actually contributes something to the town over a 
period of time — should be permitted to locate here, 

Naturally there is little argument with his comments — 
no one advocates attracting undesirable industry. In fact, 
to disagree with that premise is something akin to lashing 
out at motherhood, and endorsing sin. 

We do have some doubts which go beyond the basic 
question of desirability: 

Who determines whether or not an industry is desirable? 

Is this wholly a financial consideration? 

With the known competition for industry, who makes the 
potential industrialist sit still while all this is debated? 

Is there any centralized town authority to make such a 
decision, or do boards and individuals carry on lengthy 
arguments? 

We feel that there has been too little done by our 


responsible town officials, in the field of industrial 
development. The establishment of attitudes against 
industrial growth has been such that the most desirable 
industries may actually shun the community. Despite the 
hard work of the Industrial Commission, the basic deci- 
sions on zoning and expenditures must be made by other 
officials, and it is to these boards that we feel criticism 
should be directed. 

An attitude of waiting until just the right industry 
comes along can result in nothing but failure. 


Congratulations, One And All 


Thousands of our residents deserve special commenda- 
tion this week, for very carefully obeying the no-fire ban. 

There have been few exceptions; only a relative hand- 
ful of residents has continued to burn rubbish in the 
back yard, or leaves on the street, in defiance of the out- 
right ban against such practices. 

The results of compliance with the state and local 
edict can be seen in the fire record — few grass and 
brush fires have been reported, and these have been minor 
in comparison to the danger that existed. 

Much credit should be given to the many citizens who 
realized the danger, and took precautions against acci- 
dentally starting a major blaze. 


Caution Is Warranted 


Nearly every year, the headlines tell us of a child who 
was killed or injured playing in leaves. 

While we hope that this year will be an exception, it 
may not be. For the leaves are piled high along side the 
roads, a natural fun spot for neighborhood children. 

Deputy Fire Chief John Cole pointed out the potential 
disaster this week — noting that youngsters hidden in 
the leaves can not be seen by motorists. 

Unfortunately, in most cases the streets with the piles 
of leaves are also the narrower roads. Thus the potential 
for a terrible accident is greater. 

All motorists should exercise great caution under these 
conditions; parents should warn their children of the 
serious danger involved in playing in the roadside leaf 
pile. 

Let all of us be very careful, lest those annual head- 


lines tell about one of our own children, on one of our 
own streets.
